DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 20,22-29 were examined. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance are 
considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the 
specification, as per MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , In re Sneed . 71 0 F.2d 1 544, 1 548, 
218 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1983). While the invention discloses, a cable 
having first and second cable ends for establishing a data connection 
between the hand-held electronic unit (figure 1, element 3)and the field 
device and an inductive power connection to supply an inductive power to 
the transmission circuit for the data transmission, the first cable end 
configured to be connected to the hand-held electronic unit, (paragraph 
0019)and the second cable end having a cable end coupling interface for 
establishing a wireless proximity connection via the second cable end to 
the filed device coupling interface such that upon establishing the 
wireless proximity (figure 1 , element 1 1 ) connection, the data 
transmission circuit is placed in an active state, the data is transmitted to 
the filed device via the wireless proximity connection(figure 1 , element 20) 
and the inductive power for the transmission is transmitted inductively to 
the data transmission circuit of the field device via the wireless proximity 
connection [claims 20, 22-24,26-29]; wherein the cable is held to the field 
device by magnetic adhesion (figure 1, element 20) [claim 20]; wherein a 
wall of enclosure of the field device is recessed in an area to 
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accommodate the second cable end in a form-fit manner [claim 22]; 
wherein the second cable end has a optical transceiver, and wherein the 
filed device has a window (figure 2, element 21) for optical signals [claim 
23]; wherein the inductive power required for supplying the data 
transmission circuit (paragraph 00021) of the field device that is involved 
in data transmission is transmitted via an inductive transformer [claim 24]; 
wherein a cable coupling section for the coupling to the field device is 
detachably retained by a ring magnet (figure 2) of rotationally symmetrical 
design [claim 26]; wherein the wireless data transmission is capacitive 
data (paragraph 00021) transmission [claim 27]; wherein the wireless 
power transmission is a capacitive power transmission(paragraph 00021) 
[claim 28]; and wherein the second cable end has a optical transceiver 
(figure 2, element 22) and a coil [claim 29], none of the references of 
record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of 
limitations specified in the independent.
